EASTHAMPSTEAD  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 


Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  first  Annual  Report  on  the 
State  of  the  Public  Health  in  the  Easthampstead  Rural  District  for  the 
year  ending  December  31st,  1967 » 

This  Annual  Report  is  the  fifty-seventh  Annual  Report  in  the  series, 
the  first  being  presented  in  1911 „ During  that  time  there  have  been 
four  previous  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  with  myself  as  the  fifth 
holder  of  the  office. 

As  I only  commenced  duties  on  the  11th  December,  I do  not  feel 
competent  to  comment  in  detail  on  the  facts  of  the  year  under  review, 
and  so  will  confine  my  remarks  to  a more  general  discussion  of  some 
of  the  epidemiological  data  presented  in  the  body  of  the  Report.  Much 
of  the  matter  in  the  Annual  Report  consists  of  tables  of  epidemiological 
data,  which  to  some  people,  makes  rather  boring  reading,  but  if  they 
could  be  considered,  to  quote  Dr,  William  Farr,  the  first  Medical 
Statistician  "as  little  sums  about  human  lives”  they  will  be  seen  as 
records  of  the  lives  and  deaths  of  individual  people  and  so  give  an 
increased  colouring  to  this  Report 

The  estimated  population  of  Easthampstead  Rural  District,  according 
to  the  Registrar  General,  is  56,070,  and  the  year  must  be  considered  to 
be  one  of  consolidation.  The  real  explosion  of  population  in  the  District 
is  only  just  starting  and  if  the  development  of  the  New  Town  remains  up 
to  schedule,  the  population  of  the  District  will  increase  by  at  least 
40,000  in  the  next  ten  years. 

During  the  year  the  health  of  the  District  has  remained  good  and 
there  have  been  no  serious  epidemics. 


I would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Charleswor th.  Engineer  and  Surveyor, 
and  Mr.  Manwaring,  Housing  Manager,  who  have  contributed  sections  to 
this  Report  and  also  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  supplying 
information  relating  to  County  Council  services  in  the  District,  My 
thanks  are  also  due  to  Mr.  Hebbron,  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  and 
the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  efficiency  and  enthusiasm, 
I would  also  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Council  for  the  welcome 
extended  to  me  on  my  appointment.

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GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  THE  AREA 

The  Easthampstead  Rural  District  is  an  area  of  27,610  acres  in 
South  East  Berkshire,  The  District  is  irregular  in  outline  all  the 
boundaries  being  artificial  except  the  extreme  south-west  which  is 
marked  by  the  Blackwater  River,  The  general  configuration  of  the 
ground  is  undulating,  the  highest  point  being  Caesars  Camp  (416  ft,). 

Geologically  the  area  can  be  divided  into  two  very  different 
parts.  The  northern  part  of  the  District  is  mostly  on  London  clay  while 
the  southern  part  lies  on  the  Bagshot  sands.  This  difference  in  the 
nature  of  the  soil  gives  very  different  characteristics  to  the  two  halves 
of  the  District;  the  northern  parishes  of  Binfield,  Warfield  and  part 
of  Winkfield  being  rich  agricultural  land  while  the  southern  parishes  of 
Sandhurst,  Crowthorne  and  parts  of  Easthampstead  and  Winkfreld  are 
covered  with  pine  woods  and  heath. 

The  New  Town  of  Bracknell  is  situated  roughly  in  the  centre  of  the 
District  and  includes  parts  of  the  old  parishes  of  Warfield,  Winkfield, 
Binfield  and  Easthampstead;  the  Designated  area  is  3,286  acres.

Population 

The  natural  increase  in  population 5 ioOo  the  excess  of  births 
over  deaths  was  bbQj  the  Registrar  General "s  estimated  mid-year 
population  is  l,0b0  greater  than  the  previous  year,  there  was, 
therefore,  an  increase  due  to  migration  into  the  Rural  District  of  391o 
It  would  appear  then  that  19b7  was  a year  of  consolidation  in  the 
development  of  the  New  Town  and  this  is  borne  out  by  the  fact  that  so 
far  this  year  we  have  had  many  more  notifications  of  Development 
Corporation  Houses  being  occupied  and  I would  therefore  expect  a much 
greater  increase  in  the  estimated  population  for  19b8o

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  Easthampstead  Rural  District  Birth 
Rate  fell  below  the  national  average  in  1964  and  this  trend  has 
continued.  It  would  be  pure  speculation  to  suggest  reasons  for  the 
continued  fall  in  the  birth  rate  at  this  stage  and  I hope  to  be  in 
a position  to  elaborate  further  in  future  ReportSo 


Deaths 


The  total  number  of  deaths  in  the  Rural  District  was  395 j an 
increase  of  59  on  the  previous  yeaio  The  crude  death  rate  is  7o0 

per  thousand  and  the  corrected  death  rate  is  lOd  per  thousand,  the 
area  comparability  factor  being  lc44o 

Although  these  figures  are  still  below  the  national  average  of 
11.2  per  thousand  population  they  are  greater  than  the  previous  year's. 
There  was  twenty-eight  deaths  due  to  Cancer  of  the  Lung,  an  increase 
of  four  and  eighty  deaths  due  to  Coronary  Heart  Disease,  an  increase  of 
twenty-seven.  The  factors  concerned  in  the  current  Lung  Cancer 
epidem.ic  are  well  known  and  need  not  be  elaborated  here.  It  is  now 
accepted  medical  opinion  that  a reduction  of  our  cigarette  smoking 
would  cause  a great  reduction  in  the  number  of  Lung  Cancer  deaths. 
However,  with  regard  to  Coronary  Heart  Disease  there  is  more  than  one 
causative  factor  operating,  for  example,  not  only  is  smoking  associated 
with  Coronary  Heart  Disease,  but  also  obesity,  lack  of  exercise,  and 
the  increased  tempo  and  competition  of  modern  society.  These  factors 
and  others  will  be  further  discussed  in  future  Annual  Reports,

FLUORINE  CONTENT  OF  WATER 

The  parish  of  Winkfield  derives  its  supply  from  the  South  West  Suburban 
Water  Company  whose  water  has  a fluorine  content  of  less  than  0.1  parts  per 
million  - an  insignificant  quantity,  as  would  be  anticipated  from  a river 
source , 


i 
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The  remaindeT  of  the  Rural  District  derives  its  supply  from  the 
Mid-Wessex  Water  Company.  Prior  to  1950,  this  water  had  a high 
fluorine  content  naturally  occurring  of  1.4  parts  per  million.  From 

1950  to  1958  due  to  increased  demands  supplementary  water  of  a low 
fluorine  content  (0.1  - 0,25  parts  per  million)  had  been  added 
affecting  mainly  the  parishes  of  Sandhurst , Crowthorne  and  parts  of 
Easthampstead , thus  reducing  the  fluorine  content  in  these  areas  to  a 
level  of  0.6  ~ 0.9  parts  per  million?  Warfield,  Binfield  and  Bracknell 
remaining  unaffected.  From  1958  additional  low  fluorine  water  has 
further  reduced  the  levels  to  0.4  to  0.7  parts  per  million  in  the 
southern  area  and  0.7  to  0.9  parts  per  million  in  the  northern  area. 

It  IS  anticipated  by  the  Company  that  over  the  whole  of  these  areas 
the  fluorine  content  will  become  stabilized  to  0.6  to  0.8  parts  per 
million  in  the  next  few  years.  The  Ministry  of  Health  recommends  a 
fluorine  content  of  1.0  part  per  million. 

PLUMBO  SOLVENT 

The  water  supplied  in  this  District  is  not  liable  to  have  plumbo 
solvent  action. 

STAND  PIPES 

There  are  no  houses  in  the  Rural  District  supplied  by  means  of 
stand  pipes. 

SWIMMING  POOLS 

There  is  a Council  owned  Swimming  Pool  open  for  public  use  and 
various  pools  belonging  to  schools  in  the  District.

During  the  year  a great  deal  of  trouble  was  caused  by  flooding 
in  part  of  Forest  Road,  Ascot,  On  investigation  it  was  found  that 
in  heavy  rainfall  the  culvert  passing  under  Forest  Road  northwards 
to  Ascot  Place  was  not  able  to  cope  with  the  amount  of  surface  water, 
and  seriously  flooded  the  grounds  of  some  properties  in  that  area. 

The  reason  for  this  was  the  progressive  deterioration  of  this  drain  due 
CO  silting  and.  breakages,  A fur.  the.r  factor  proved  to  be  the  re-surfacing 
of  the  highway  at  a consideraDly  higher  level,  together  with  a second, 
higher-level  cross  culvert  under  it,  discharging  into  an  east-west 
ditch  on  the  north  side  of  Forest  Road,  which  did  not  clear  in  heavy 
rain  because  it  falls  from  both  east  and  west  sides  to  a low  point  which  is 
on  the  line  of  the  original  low-level  culvert  and  drain,  to  which  there 
is  presumably  an  inlet  which  is  defective. 

Flooding  has  occurred  periodically  in  the  past  twenty/thirty  years, 
but  more  frequently  in  the  last  two/three  years  owing  to  developments 
in  this  part  of  the  Blackmoor  valley. 

Although  the  original  drain  was  located,  traced  throughout  its 
length,  and  cleared,  its  size  is  insufficient  to  take  the  volume  of 
surface  water  now  flowing  into  it.  The  Council,  therefore,  decided, 
as  a matter  of  urgency  to  proceed  with  this  section  of  the  Blackmoor 
Valley  Surface  Water  Sewerage  Scheme  to  abate,  nuisance. 
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SURFACE  WATER  DRAINAGE  - TILEHURST  LANE-  BINFIELD 

Repeated  flooding  has  occurred  in  Tilehurst  Lane,  Binfield  at 
the  junction  with  York  Road,  giving  rise  to  nuisance  to  vehicle  and 
foot  traffic  but,  more  seriously,  to  flooding  of  the  sub-floor  area  of 
an  adjacent  Cottage,  Although  the  main  outfall  from  Tilehurst  Lane, 
north-eastwards  to  the  main  river,  is  adequate  the  piped  crossings 
of  the  open  ditch  sections  in  the  area  and  the  road  crossings  at  the  road 
junction  are  inadequate  and  become  repeatedly  blocked.  As  this  outfall 
takes  the  majority  of  surface  water  run-off  from  the  village  the 
Council  has  decided  to  undertake  a surface  water  sewer  scheme  for  this 
area  (see  report  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor), 

POLLUTION  OF  WATER  COURSES  AND  STREAMS 

The  Thames  Conservancy  Board  is  the  authority  primarily  concerned 
with  pollution  of  water  courses,  rivers  and  streams  in  this  District. 

They  take  frequent  samples  from  water  courses  and  set  the  standards 
that  they  require  of  sev^age  works  effluents.  These  standards  vary  for 
different  Works.

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In  previous  years  references  have  been  made  to  poliution  of 
water  courses  with  particular  reference  to  heavy  pollution  of  the 
Bull  brook  from  effluent  from  the  Windsor  Rural  District  Council 
Sewage  Disposal  Works,  Whitmore  Bog,  which  are  situate  in  this  Rural 
District o Some  three  years  ago  the  Windsor  Rural  District  Council 
embarked  on  major  reconstruction  and  modernisation  of  its  sewerage 
system  and  disposal  works « It  is  satisfying  to  report  that  these  works 
are  now  completed  and  that  there  has  been  a marked  improvement  in  the 
appearance  of  and  the  lack  of  smell  from  the  Bull  brook  - supported  by 
improved  sample  analyses.

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GYPSIES  AND  CARAVAN  DWELLERS  OF  NO  FIXED  ABODE 

The  problems  associated  with  travelling  people  have  been  known 
for  many  years  but  modern  social  life  has  accentuated  themo  The 
Government  has  concerned  itself  with  this  subject  to  the  extent  of 
exhorting  Local  Authorities  by  Circular  to  look  at  the  problems 
sympathetically  with  a view  to  establishing  some  kind  of  settlements 
for  travellerso  Very  few  Local  Authorities  have  acted  positively  in 
response  to  these  exhortations  and  the  old  repressive  measures  still 
prevailo  The  publication  in  Octobeij  1967  by  Her  Majesty'’s  Stationery 
Office  of  an  excellent  book  "Gypsies  and  Other  Travellers",  based  on  a 
national  survey  carried  out  in  1965,  is  the  first  comprehensive  study 
of  the  life  and  problem.s  of  this  minority  group o A one  day  Conference 
on  this  subject  was  held  in  London  in  January,  1968,  to  which  this 
Council  sent  delegates,  and  a Private  Members  Bill  presented  by  Mr.,  Eric 
Lubbock,  MoPo,  is  before  Parliament  at  the  present  time  ~ all  designed 
to  bring  about  the  establishment  of  a settled  way  of  life  for  these  peoplCo 

A Report  on  this  subject  was  made  to  the  Health  Committee  in  June, 

1967o  Earlier  a survey  by  the  County  Welfare  Department  had  been  carried 
out  which  showed  that  there  was  seventeen  families  in  this  Council "s 
area.o  Of  these,  six  stationed  at  Owlsmoor  would  be  rehoused  in  the  new 
houses  at  Yeovil  Roado  Of  the  remainder,  two  units  were  newcomers  to 
the  area,  the  others  being  well  known  to  us,  have  circulated  in  and.  out 
of  the  area  for  many  yearso  This  related  to  our  belief  that  about 
twenty  families  circulate  in  East  Berkshire  between  Wokingham  Rural  District 
Cookham  Rural  District  and  Easthampstead  Rural  D.istricto  These  people 
would  welcome  a settled  pitch  and  would  pay  rent  for  it.  Once  settled 
in  this  way  they  will  gradually  integrate  into  a static  way  of  l.ife  and

This  Act  provides  that  Councils  exercising  the  Music  and  Dancing 
licensing  powers  of  the  County  Council  under  the  Berkshire  County 
Council  Act,  1953,  as  this  authority  does,  may  adopt  this  Act  which 
provides  for  the  licensing  of  certain  private  places  of  entertainment 
Briefly  no  premises  in  the  area  to  which  the  Act  applies  shall  be 
used  for  dancing,  music  and  any  other  entertainment  of  the  like  kind, 
which  is  not  public,  but  is  promoted  for  private  gain,  except  under 
the  terms  of  a licence^  Licensed  premises  and  Clubs  are  exempt.

This  Report.,  whilst  intended  for  inclusion  in  the  Annual  Report  for 
the  Calendar  year  1967  refers,  in  fact,  to  the  financial  year  ended 
March,  1968 » 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Sandhurst  Sewage  Disposal  Works 

The  following  additional  developments  have  taken  place  since  my  last 
Report  o 

The  reconstruction  of  NOo  7 (Outfall  Works)  Pumping  Station  is  at  an 
advanced  stage  and  the  installation  of  the  pumping  machinery  is  about  to 
commence.  This  will  enable  the  new  valley  sewer  from  Perry  Bridge  to  be 
brought  into  full  use,  thus  relieving  the  occasional  sewer  surcharge  which 
has  occurred  in  Little  Sandhurst  during  heavy  storm,s<,  It  will  also  enabl 
the  upstream  leg  of  the  Perry  Bridge  syphon  to  be  brought  into  use  as  a 
gravity  sewer,  thus  providing  drainage  facilities  to  a number  of  existing 
properties o 

Dar  by  Green  For  d 

The  new  bridge  has  now  been  constructed  by  the  Berkshire  County 
Council  and  the  Berkshire  and  Hampshire  County  Councils  are  taking  joint 
action  to  secure  the  closure  of  the  existing  Ford,  thus  allowing  the 
Conservators  to  deepen  the  Blackwater  Rivero  At  the  same  time,  the 
Consulting  Engineers  are  proposing  to  relay  the  existing  rising  main  from 
the  Yateley  Pumping  Station  at  a lower  depth  to  clear  the  proposed  new 
stream  inverto 

New  Inlet  Works 

Satisfactory  progress  is  being  made  with  the  construction  of  new 
inlet  works  in  accordance  with  the  long  term  programme  for  increasing 
the  capacity  of  the  Sandhurst  Works  referred  to  In  my  last  Report, 
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The  Consulting  Engineers  have  completed  their  Stage  II  proposals 
and  these  were  the  subject  of  a recent  Ministry  Technical  Inquiry,  the 
result  of  which  is  awaited. 

Sludge  Disposal 

The  disposal  of  sludge  at  the  Sandhurst  Works  continues  to  be  a major 
problem  and  a tender  has  been  provisionally  accepted  for  the  supply  of 
sludge  pressing  equipment  to  enable  the  sludge  to  be  pressed  and  then 
ground  to  produce  fertiliser,  thus  enabling  the  cold  digestion  process 
and  open  drying  beds  to  be  dispensed  with. 

Easthampstead  Park  Sewage  Disposal  Works 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  with  the  contract  for 
reconstructing  this  Works  and  the  new  clarifier  tanks  providing  tertiary 
treatment  are  about  to  be  brought  into  use.  It  is  then  expected  that 
a continuous  improvement  in  the  standard  of  effluent  will  be  obtained 
as  further  treatment  units  are  brought  into  use. 

Winkfield  Sewage  Disposal  Works 

This  Works  continues  to  be  subject  to  considerable  over  load  in 
spite  of  the  arrangements  to  pass  50,000  gallons  per  day  down  the  valley- 
sewer  to  the  northern  trunk  sewer  of  the  Bracknell  Development  Corporation. 

The  Stage  II  extensions  to  the  Bracknell  Development  Corporation’s 
Works  now  enables  the  Corportion  to  accept  additional  flows  from  Winkfield 
and  as  from  June,  1968,  100,000  gallons  per  day  will  be  diverted  to  the 
valley  sewer  and  it  is  expected  that  by  the  end  of  the  year  a further 
220,000  gallons  per  day  can  be  transferred  in  this  way  to  the  northern 
trunk  sewer,  thus  leaving  the  Brock  Hill  Bridge  Pumping  Station  and 
Winkfield  Works  to  deal  mainly  with  storm  flows.  This,  in  turn,  means 
Chat  some  capital  expenditure  on  remedial  works  at  the  Sewage  Disposal 
Works,  included  in  annual  estimates,  will  not  be  required. 
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Swinley  Sewage  Disposal  Works 

This  Works  has  now  been  closed  down  following  completion  of  the 
Pumping  Station  and  rising  main  to  discharge  flow  from  this  area  to  the 
existing  Winkfield  Sewers o 

SEWERAGE 

Murrell  Hill,  Binfield 

The  provisionally  accepted  tender  for  sewering  this  area,  including 
the  construction  of  a pumping  station,  has  been  submitted  for  loan 
approval,  the  estimated  cost  being  approximately  £26,0000 

Maidens  Gree n , W i n kf i e 1 d 

The  arrangements  referred  to  under  the  heading  Winkfield  Sewage 
Disposal  Works  have  now  enabled  the  Council  to  proceed  with  the  sewering 
of  the  Maidens  Green  area  and  considerable  progress  has  been  made  with 
this  contract  which  is  nearing  completiono  At  the  time  of  writing  this 
Report  (June,  1968)  the  contract  is  complete  except  for  final  road 
reinstatement  and  the  installation  of  pumping  equipment. 

Surface  Water  Sewerage 

Since  the  appointment  of  a second  Principal  Engineering  Assistant, 
it  has  been  possible  to  make  progress  with  the  preliminary  design  work 
of  surface  water  sewerage  to  alleviate  occasional  flooding  in  the 
Sandhurst  and  North  Winkfield  areas.  A considerable  amount  of  survey 
and  run  off  design  has  been  undertaken  and  contracts  have  been  placed 
for  a small  scheme  dealing  with  the  Tilehurst  Lane/York  Road  area  of 
Binfield  and  for  the  Forest  Road  area  of  Winkfield,  Work  has  also  been 
undertaken  to  regulate  the  outfall  of  a small  private  lake  in  the  Bia.ckmoo 
Stream  area  to  act  as  a surface  water  balancing  reservior  and  some  work  in 
the  Yorktown  Road  area  of  Sandhurst  has  been  undertaken  jointly  with  the 
Berkshire  County  Council  in  extending  the  culvert  associated  with  the 
County's  road  reconstruction  programmee  It  is  expected  that  design  and. 
construction  work  both  at  Sandhurst  and  Winkfield  will  now  move  much  more 
quickly  and  it  is  also  expected  that  the  Conservators  will  now  proceed 
with  the  dredging  and  deepening  of  the  Blackwater  River  during  1968/69c 
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Cesspool  Emptying 

This  service  continues  to  be  operated  satisfactorily  under  the 
direction  of  the  Sewage  Works  Manager  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  demands 
for  this  service  will  decrease  as  new  foul  sewers  referred  to  earlier- 
come  into  service c 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

After  very  protracted  negotiations,  it  would  appear  that  agreement 
has  been  reached  with  the  District  Valuer  for  the  purchase  of  the  Binfield 
Brickworks  site  where  it  is  intended  to  build  a permanent  refuse  disposal 
depot  and  pulverising  planto  Owing  to  the  delayed  negotiations,  it  has 
been  necessary  to  obtain  fresh  tenders  for  the  construction  of  the  new 
access  road  to  this  site  and  a tender  in  the  sum.  of  £22,733  3s. 5d.  has 

been  accepted. 

During  the  year,  a considerable  amount  of  research  has  been  undertaken 
into  the  suitability  of  various  makes  of  pulverising  equipment  and  the 
Binfield  site  layout  and  design  proposals  will  now  proceed  as  a matter  of 
urgency  as  soon  as  the  purchase  is  completed. 

The  Council’s  Longhill  Road  Tip  is  now  full  and  most  of  the  area  has 
been  levelled  and  top-soiled.  The  site  is  still  in  use  for  the  disposal 
of  car  bodies,  administrative  use  and.  the  storage  of  equipment  including 
paper  sacks.  The  separation  and.  bailing  of  paper  at  this  site  has  been 
abandoned. 

Some  time  will  necessarily  elapse  before  final  consolidation  is 
achieved  when  the  site,  after  final  grading,  will  be  grassed  down  and 
used  as  a playing  field. 

The  whole  of  the  refuse  from  the  district  is  now  being  tipped  at 
Priors  Sandpit  which  has  been  leased  for  this  purpose  and  has  a limited 
life,  hence  the  need  to  proceed  as  rapidly  as  possible  with  the  provision 
of  permanent  facilities  at  the  Binfield.  Brickworks. 
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Paper  Sacks 

The  Council  is  proceeding  with  the  gradual  change  from  the 
traditional  dustbin  to  the  paper  sack  system  supplemented  by  large 
containers  for  shop  and  industrial  premises  or  large  establishmentso 
The  number  of  properties  now  served  by  the  paper  sack  system  is  4,664 
and  the  system  is  being  used  for  all  new  houses  erected  by  the  Bracknell 
Development  Corporation  in  the  extended  New  Town  areao 

STREET  CLEANSING 

I regret  to  have  to  report  that  the  Berkshire  County  Council 
terminated  the  Delegation  Agreement  under  which  the  District  Council 
undertook  the  road  sweeping  and  cleansing  in  the  Bracknell  New  Town 
area  and  a new  agreement  has  been  substituted  reducing  considerably  the 
financial  contribution  from  the  Highway  Authority o The  Council  has 
reluctantly  decided  that  the  service  shall  be  reduced  proportionately 
to  remain  within  the  original  financial  estimates  and,  for  the  time 
being,  it  will  no  longer  be  possible  to  maintain  the  high  standard  which 
was  aimed  at» 

EASTHAMPSTEAD  PARK  CEMETERY 

Contracts  have  now  been  let  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  access 
road  and  the  construction  of  pathways. 

The  design  of  the  Chapel,  Crematorium,  Mortuary  and  Post  Mortem 
Room  is  almost  finalised  ready  for  discussion  with  the  Ministry. 

HOUSING 

The  Council’s  current  housing  programme  is  considerably  restricted 
partly  owing  to  allocations  made  available  by  the  Bracknell  Development 
Corporation.  The  Prince  Villa  site  at  Little  Sandhurst  has  been 
further  extended  and  approval  has  been  promised  for  the  Napier  Close 
development  of  one  block  of  three-storey  flats.  The  second  stage  of 
the  Owlsmoor  Redevelopment  will  comprise  the  construction  of  roads  and 
sewers  ready  for  a further  housing  contract  next  year.

CIVIC  OFFICES 

Progress  on  the  development  of  the  civic  office  site  has  been  slow 
and  this  is  a matter  of  increasing  urgencyo  The  present  Coancil  Office 
site  is  required  for  r edevelopment  by  the  Bracknell  Development 
Corporation  and  during  the  year  it  has  been  necessary  to  provide 
additional  temporary  accommodation  by  the  erection  of  three  Terrapin  huts=. 

The  Council '’s  Architects.)  Messrs » Clifford  Culpin  & Partners,  have 
now  reached  agreement  with  the  Ministry  on  the  basic  design  for  the 
first  stage  of  the  new  Civic  Offices  comprising  d-storeys  with  provision 
for  lateral  extension,  part  of  one  floor  providing  temporary  Council 
Chamber  and  Committee  Room  accommodation  pending  the  report  of  the  Royal 
Comm.ission  on  the  future  administration  of  Local  Cover nmento  The  complete 
project  planned  by  the  Architects  will  include  a separate  Civic  block  and 
a civic  hall  and  now  that  the  project  for  central  Government  offices  has 
been  abandoned,  it  is  hoped  that  the  civic  development  will  eventually  be 
completed  by  the  erection  of  a central  Library. 

RECREATIONAL  F ACl L ITILS 

Bagshot  Road,  Sports  Stadium 

There  has  been  considerable  development  in  the  use  of  the  Sports 
Stadrum  unde.r  the  direction  of  the  Recreational  Facilities  Manager  o 

It  has  become  apparent  that  the  accommodation  provided  by  the 
large  and  small  halls  and  changing  accommodation  is  already  inadequate 
for  some  major  events  and  the  Department  has  designed  extensions  to  the 
entrance  foyer  and  the  completion  of  the  second  floor  facilities  at  the 
large  hallo 

The.  architectural  section  has  also  designed  a block  of  four  squash 
courts,  the  cost  of  which,  estimated  at  £20,000,  is  being  borne  by  the 
Bracknell  Development  Corporationo  Ministerial  approval  to  the 
provisionally  accepted  tender  for  this  work  is  awaited. 
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Indoor  Swimming  Pool 

The  Council  has  agreed  in  principle  to  the  provision  at  the 
Bagshot  Road  Sports  Centre  of  a major  swimming  pool  complex  comprising 
a 110  fto  (33  l/3rd.  metres)  by  42  ft.  indoor  pool  and  a separate 
diving  pool  and  separate  learner's  pool  which  it  is  hoped  will  serve 
the  need  for  swimming  instruction  of  the  adjacent  school  campus » This 
project  is  expected  to  cost  £350,000  and  the  Council  is  at  present 
considering  the  appointment  of  consultants  to  undertake  the  design,, 

Bracknell  Swimming  Pool 

The  facilities  at  Bracknell  Swimming  Pool  have  been  further- 
developed  by  the  provision  of  heating  which  it  is  expected  will  increase 
the  use  of  this  outdoor  pool  at  the  beginning  and  end  of  the  season,. 

The  new  heating  installation,  which  is  of  the  high  voltage  electrode 
type,  was  commissioned  at  the  beginning  of  June,  1968.

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DEVELOPMENT 

Since  the  last  Annual  Report  six  3-bedroomed  houses,  with  full  gas 
central  heating,  together  with  garages  have  been  completed  and  occupied 
on  the  Prince  Villa  site  at  Little  Sandhurst.  The  next  stage  will 
take  in  thirteen  bungalows  for  aged  persons. 

At  Owlsmoor,  thirty  houses  comprising  twenty-six  3~bedroomed  type 
and  four  4-bedroomed  type  have  been  erected  and  occupied.  These 
properties  were  allocated  to  the  traveller  type  families  who  were 
living  nearby  in  shacks  and  caravans.  In  spite  of  some  misgivings 
these  families  have  settled  in  quite  well.  The  children  in  particular 
have  enjoyed  moving  into  a permanent  home  with  a bath  - the  bath  really 
was  their  delight. 

The  next  stage  at  Owlsmoor  will  not  produce  property  for  occupation 
much  under  two  years  and  this  will  incorporate  a very  mixed  development. 

At  BinfieTd  two  3-bedroomed  houses,  five  2-bed.roomed  flats  and  a 
1-bedroomed  flat  were  completed  and  occupied,  together  with  eighteen 
garages,  at  Red  Rose,  Binfield,  This  is  a nice  compact  development 
end  has  proved  quite  popular, 

WAITING  LIST 

Although  the  number  of  applicants  on  the  waiting  list  increased, 
analysis  proved  that  the  overall  need  had  not  increased.  More  people 
who  hold  service  tenancies  registered  for  accommodation  and  this  is 
sound  because  of  the  ever  present  possibility  of  employment  being 
terminated,  which  also  means,  of  course,  the  loss  of  one’s  home. 
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The  following  is  an  analysis  of  the  existing  waiting  list  as  at 
31st  December,  1967: -

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ACCOMMODATION  FOR  THE  EIDERIY 

In  my  last  Report  I set  out  particulars  of  the  three  blocks  of 
flatlets  provided  for  elderly  persons  but  I have  repeated  the 
particulars  for  those  people  who  are  unaware  of  their  existence. 

Three  special  schemes  for  fit  elderly  people  who  need  limited 
warden  help  have  been  completed  “ Barnett  Court,  Bracknell;  Rothweil 
House,  Crowthorne;  Swan  House,  Sandhurst.  There  are  thirty-six 
flats  at  Barnett  Court,  twenty-five  flats  at  Rothweli  House  and  sixteen 
flats  at  Swan  House. 

A warden  is  in  .attend,ance  at  each  House  and.  calls  daily  on  the 
tenants.  A call-bell  system  a.llows  any  tenant  in  difficulty  or  where 
an  emergency  arises  to  attract  the  attention  o.f  the  W.arden. 

The  Warden  is  responsible  for  cleansing  the  passageways , bathrooms, 
toilets,  la.undry  and  communa.!  sitting  room. 

A television  set  is  provided  by  the  Rotary  Club  of  Bracknell  for 
Barnett  Court,  while  the  Crowthorne  and  Sandhurst  Parish  Councils  provided 
a set  .for  Rothweli  House  and  Swa.n  House. 

Each  building  is  heated  by  oil  .fired  central  heating  system  and  a 
washing  machine  i.s  available  for  use  in  the  small  laundry  rooms.
